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Epsom mum and son forced to live in vermin-infested B&B in Croydon 


RATS YOUR LOT 
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The harsh reality of the housing 
crisis was highlighted this week by 
a woman and her four-year-old son, 
with special needs, who have been 
stuck in a rat-infested bed and 
breakfast (B&B) in Croydon for the 
past two months. 

Epsom Council moved Jessica 
Wright, 27, who has lived in Epsom 
for 10 years, into the B&B in Fair- 
lands Avenue, in crime- 
ridden Thornton 


Heath, along with her son Ethan 
and her partner. 

Miss Wright, who suffers from 
anxiety and depression is the regis¬ 
tered carer for her Epsom-based 
mother who has ME. 

She said she has been on the coun¬ 
cil waiting list for five-and-a-half 
years and had to move out of their 
rented home in Epsom because they 
could no longer afford the rent. 

She said Epsom Council should 
prioritise cases like hers for local 
housing - because of her and her 
son’s medical needs, her posi¬ 
tion as carer to her mum 


in which they are now forced to live. 

On Monday, Epsom Council’s so¬ 
cial committee approved changes to 
its housing allocation policy which 
will give greater priority to those al¬ 
ready living in the borough. 

The council’s register will no 
longer be “open”, meaning those liv¬ 
ing outside of the borough, but 
wishing to be housed there, cannot 
be placed above Epsom residents in 
the list. 

Also this week, the council opened 
a new £1.5m home for eight families 
needing emergency homes, but it 
has spent more than £lm in the past 
year on this type of accommoda¬ 
tion for almost 70 families a 


month - the majority of them out of 
borough. 

Miss Wright said she has missed 
doctors’ appointments in Epsom be¬ 
cause she cannot afford the petrol to 
get there. Ethan has also missed 
speech therapy lessons. 

She said she has been offered a job 
in Epsom which she cannot accept 
and is concerned about the poten¬ 
tial commute involved when her son 
starts at an Epsom school in 
September. 

On top of this, Miss Wright said 
the single room the family lives in is 
infested with rats and the smell of 
cannabis smoked by neighbours 
regularly wafts 
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into their temporary home. 

She said: “Epsom Council said it 
cannot tell me when we will be 
moved. It said we could be here up 
to a year. 

“We are hard-working people. 

“We do not deserve this. 

“My partner opened the cutlery 
drawer and there was a rat staring 
back at him. 

There was blood in the drawer 
from where the rat had stabbed it¬ 
self with the cutlery. This is disgust¬ 
ing, but this is reality. 

“I am not asking for a lot, I have 
never had a lot. 

“Does my son have to be bitten by 
a rat?” 

Miss Wright said an Epsom Coun¬ 
cil employee told her it was aware 
that there had been a problem with 
rats in the B&B for the past year.

An ex-nurse, passionate 
about Epsom's healthcare, 
was asked to hand out awards 
to health staff working at the 
country’s first employee- 
owned social enterprise of its 
kind. 

Dot Hodgetts, from Epsom, 
helped present awards at 
CSH Surrey’s annual cere¬ 
mony last Thursday at Den- 
bies wine estate in Dorking. 

CSH Surrey, based at Ewell 
Court, provides community 
NHS services - nursing, ther¬ 
apy and support - in the area 
and received 198 nominations 


for its 15 awards. 

The organisation was the 
first group of nurses and 
therapists in England to leave 
the NHS and set up their own 
employee-owned social enter¬ 
prise in 2006. 

Ms Hodgetts helped present 
the chairman’s cup to Pippa 
Savage, ward matron at the 
New Epsom and Ewell Cot¬ 
tage Hospital (NEECH). 

The former nurse has pre¬ 
viously written to the Epsom 
Guardian praising the work 
of the NEECH and was asked 
to present the award after her 


letter was published in the 
newspaper. 

Her letter said: “The staff 
and nurses are obviously 
happy in their work as it re¬ 
flects in their attitude and at¬ 
tentiveness to their parents, 
whom are obviously happy 
there.” 

Ms Hodgetts said: “I was ab¬ 
solutely amazed to see so 
many people at the awards. 

“It was a privilege to give 
the accolades, and brilliant 
seeing the best of the 
local NHS in action at CSH 
Surrey. 


“And it is also fantastic to 
have the comfort knowing 
that it is CSH Surrey’s excel¬ 
lent nurses and therapists 
who provide our local com¬ 
munity services and will look 
after us so well.” 

Adrienne Knight, head¬ 
teacher of Woodlands School, 
for children with special 
needs, in Leatherhead, which 
won team of the year, added: 
“The therapists and nursing 
staff at Woodlands are an ex¬ 
ceptional team and add much 
value to the school and its 
pupils.”

were “two different animals”. 

He said he believes reports 
should be published three to 
four weeks after inspections. 

“It is supposed to help the 
public,” he said. 

“Publishing reports four to 
five months later is not very 
helpful. 

“If you walked in [to the 
care home] today you would 
come along and find a totally 
different situation. 

“Do you think that is help¬ 
ful to you?” 

He said there had been a 


permanent staff. 

With this complete, he said 
the number of agency staff 
has decreased. 

But he added: “We still have 
some regular agency staff 
that I am not willing to shed. 

“They do a grand job and I 
get a good deal from the 
agency.” 

He said that following the 
inspection he “parted compa¬ 
ny” with the manager of the 
nursing home who had not 
been reviewing residents’ 
care plans adequately.

relatives. Residents at the 
home said there had been a 
lot of staff changes, although 
the majority of those inter¬ 
viewed said things had been 
improving. 

The CQC noted there were 
some good interactions seen 
between residents and staff, 
who were regarded as friend¬ 
ly, caring and supportive. 

But there were concerns 
about the number of 
agency staff being used.

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A nursing home that was de¬ 
pendent on agency staff to 
deliver its care failed an 
unannounced inspection by 
the health and social care 
watchdog. 

Warrengate Nursing Home, 
in the Warren, Kingswood, 
was rated as “requires im¬ 
provement” overall by the 
Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) when it inspected the 
home unannounced on two 
days in February. 

In a report published last 
week, the CQC said the home, 
which cares for 40 elderly res¬ 
idents, some of whom have 
dementia, was not always 
safe, completely effective, car¬ 
ing, responsive or well-led. 

Last August, the Epsom 
Guardian reported how an el¬ 
derly woman was found wan¬ 
dering in the street after a 
door at Warrengate was 
accidentally left unlocked. 


Immediately afterwards the 
care home said external 
doors would always be closed 
by staff in future. 

In 2011, it was found to be 
failing in 12 key areas includ¬ 
ing care and welfare, nutri¬ 
tion, and how medicines were 
managed. 

But no areas of concern 
were identified by the CQC in 
an inspection in January 
2014. 

Mehboob Raj an, who owns 
the nursing home, said the 
report was not representative 
of the current situation at 
Warrengate. 

He said: “The report has 
come out four months after 
the inspection so it is not par¬ 
ticularly relevant. 

“The required improve¬ 
ments were made 
by the end of 
February.”

HOME ISSUES 

Issues identified by inspectors 
at Warrengate Nursing Home 
the CQC included: 

• A reliance on a number of

She said the B&B’s private landlord, 
named only as Ben, had given the family 
mousetraps and is adamant he had done 
all he could. 

When approached by the Epsom 
Guardian on Wednesday, he said he had 
sent pest control to the B&B last Tues¬ 
day and Miss Wright’s claims were 

An Epsom Council spokesman said 
Miss Wright had been offered “alterna¬ 
tive emergency interim accommodation 
on two separate occasions”, but had 
turned both down. 

But she said this is because she has 
“had enough” and will only move if it 
means going back to Epsom. 

The council spokesman said: “There 
are simply not sufficient properties in 
the borough to accommodate the re¬ 
quired level of emergency housing. 

“While the council is sympathetic to 


Ms Wright’s situation, almost all 
households face challenges when 
provided with emergency interim 
accommodation. 

“All housing is inspected by the coun¬ 
cil before being offered as emergency in¬ 
terim accommodation and the landlords 
vetted.” 

The average number of Epsom 
and Ewell “households” - families - 
accommodated in emergency interim 
accommodation each month from 2014 
to 2015 was 67. 

The spokesman said this was one of 
the council’s greatest costs, with it 
spending more than £lm on such ac¬ 
commodation in the same period. 

He said 2,500 families are currently on 
the housing needs register, with only 120 
homes becoming available each year. 

Higher priority is given for medical 
reasons, but he said this “has to be bal¬ 
anced with other households that also 
have medical and other issues”. 
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Fire linked to spate of blazes

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A blaze in the grounds of a 
supermarket on Monday 
night could be linked to a 
recent spate of fires in the 
area. 

The incident happened at 
10.40pm near an alleyway to 
the right-hand side of the en¬ 
trance tu Sainsbury’s in Kiln 
Lane, Epsom. 

A homeless man who was 
drunk is believed to have set 
fire to rubbish at the site, 
possibly to keep warm, 
which quickly spread to a 
recycling bin, a wooden 
fence and undergrowth. 

A spokesman at Epsom fire 
station said it was believed 
the fire may be linked to the 
“same man or group of peo¬ 
ple” suspected of setting 
fires in the Kiln Lane, 
Fairview Avenue, Kingsway, 
Ewell area area recently and 
possibly two fires in Febru¬ 
ary at the nearby derelict 
Acer House in East Street - 
the second of which gutted 
the derelict mental health 
building. 

A 19-year-old student 
called Mia said she and three 
friends were sitting in the 
supermarket’s car park 
talking when the incident 
happened. 

She said: “A homeless man 
was wandering around for 


half an hour emptying out 
the contents of a recycling 
bin at the top right-hand cor¬ 
ner of the car park. 

“Half an hour later there 
were sparks coming from 
this bin in that corner and 
the fire was spreading to a 
wooden fence next to the 
alleyway joining on to Glyn 
School. 

“It was all starting to catch 
fire. The fire was exploding 


and getting bigger and 
bigger.” 

She said the man responsi¬ 
ble ran away down the alley- 
way when he saw the police 
and fire brigade turn up, but 
police caught up with him. 

She added: “He was drink¬ 
ing from a can of Stella. He 
looked like he was starting 
the fire to keep warm. 

“The police reckoned he 
was trying to make a bed 


there for the night.” 

Mia said it took police 
about 30 minutes to get him 
into a police van as he was 
“very drunk”. 

The fire station spokesman 
said: “The intelligence I have 
got is that it’s a particular 
group of people all from the 
same family who are known 
to drink too much and too 
often. 

“They are known to 


frequent and hang around 
that area.” 

In April, a 54-year-old man 
from Epsom was arrested for 
the Acer House fire, but 
police said he had been 
“released with no further ac¬ 
tion being taken against 
him”. 

Of last night’s blaze, the 
fireman said: “I ask people to 
be more vigilant and aware 
in that area. 

“I don’t want this to be a 
witch-hunt for homeless peo¬ 
ple. Epsom is not known for 
its homeless community, but 
there is an underside. 

“The fires are starting to 
get bigger and bigger. This 
is a pattern we find with peo¬ 
ple who have a penchant for 
starting fires. 

“They become braver and 
bolder until they get burnt 
or caught.” 

□ Police have 
arrested a 57- 
year-old “local” 
man on suspicion 
of arson. 

He has been re¬ 
leased on bail 
until August 11 
while the investi¬ 
gation continues.

A road “blew apart” when a water main 
burst, leaving a 7ft deep hole and causing 
traffic chaos. 

The hole appeared last Thursday morn¬ 
ing in Langley Vale Road, Epsom. 

Just days earlier, another water main 
burst under a bridge at the nearby Epsom 
Downs Racecourse. 

Surrey County Council said work to re¬ 
pair the road was due to be completed on 
Wednesday, July 8. 

Talking about the immediate aftermath 
of the burst main, Jenny Close, who 
works at the Rubbing House pub in Lang¬ 
ley Vale Road, said: “There’s a big hole in 
the middle of the road. 

“It’s 7ft deep and right across the road. 
It’s a big sink hole. 

“You can’t go down the road.” 

Dee Wilson, who lives nearby, said: “The 
water main has burst and lifted all the 
road surface off. 

“It happened early Thursday morning 

“The road practically blew apart when 
the pipe went. 

“The traffic has had a knock-on effect 
right through Epsom out towards Langley 
Vale with queues as far back from Dork¬ 
ing Road traffic lights up to the RAC 
Woodcote. 

“It’s been an area to avoid for quite some 
time. Another water main burst under 
the bridge at the racecourse a few days 
earlier.

“They ought to get their act together 
over these burst water mains. 

“There have been three in less than 
three months.” 

A spokeswoman for Thames Water said: 
“After fixing one leak last week we had re¬ 
ports of another one, which is due to be 
fixed in the next couple of days. 

“We’ll do all we can to have things back 
to normal as quickly as we can. 

“No one’s water supply is affected by the 
leak.” 

She said this was only the second leak 
this year, not the third. 

“We replaced a section of the pipe earn¬ 
er on the year and maybe residents mis¬ 
took this work for a leak repair. 

“It’s also important to be clear we’re 
talking about leaks, not bursts. Had the 
pipe burst there would have been signifi¬ 
cantly more disruption. 

“Tackling leakage is one of our top pri¬ 
orities and we’re currently investigating 


how we can reduce the risk of further 
leaks on this particular pipe.” 

A spokesman for Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil said: “Thames Water is currently fix¬ 
ing a burst water main along Langley 
Vale Road. 

“The works began at about midday on 
July 4 and are expected to be completed 
on July 8, with these works arranged 
to keep disruption to residents to a 
minimum.” 

Ms Wilson said on Monday that the bar¬ 
riers preventing people from driving 
down Langley Vale Road have been re¬ 
moved and people are driving over the 
damaged road - even though work to fix 
the sink hole is not yet complete as tar¬ 
mac has not been placed on top. 

She said: “There is still a drop of four to 
five inches. 

“I cannot believe some people are incon¬ 
siderate to all the hard work road crews 
put into repairs.”

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The Mole Valley and 
Banstead MPs have wel¬ 
comed recommendations for 
Heathrow airport to be ex¬ 
panded, rather than 
Gatwick. 

Sir Paul Beresford, who 
represents Mole Valley, and 
Crispin Blunt, MP for 
Reigate and Banstead, said 
the Airport Commission’s 
endorsement last week of 
Heathrow as the best loca¬ 
tion for a new runway in the 
UK was a sound decision. 

Both MPs are part of the 
Gatwick Co-ordination Group, 
a body comprising MPs and 
local authorities covering the 
areas that would be affected 
by a possible expansion of 
Gatwick. 

Mr Beresford said: “Mole 
Valley’s green spaces, its 
core services and its unique 
character are all safer as a

result of this decision. Rea¬ 
son and logic have prevailed 
over a sharp PR campaign by 
Gatwick. 

“The commission was faced 
with a choice between a 
strong business case for 
Heathrow and an economi¬ 
cally weak and practically 
inadequate case for Gatwick 
- a choice between about

£100bn greater national eco¬ 
nomic benefit and four times 
more new jobs spread across 
the UK flowing from 
Heathrow, versus Gatwick, 
which lacks resilient surface 
transport infrastructure and 
any available local labour 
force to staff the airport. 

“Unsurprisingly, the com¬ 
mission has found in favour 


of Heathrow, the significant¬ 
ly better option for Britain. 

“The report clearly shows 
that Heathrow can expand, 
while meeting the key eco¬ 
nomic, infrastructure and 
environmental tests. The 
case for Gatwick is hopefully 
dead and buried.” 

But he also said: “The fight 
is not yet over.

Mr Blunt said it was “a 
very good day indeed for 
the Gatwick Co-ordination 
Group”. 

Epsom MP Chris Grayling, 
who is leader of the House of 
Commons, said he was bound 
by “collective responsibility” 
on the issue as a member of 
the Cabinet. 

He said: “It’s an interesting 
report, we’ve only just re¬ 
ceived it, and ministers will 
be looking at what it says and 
giving careful consideration 
before taking a view in due 
course.”

Liz Dobson, chief executive 
officer at the CAB, said: 
“This is a much-needed ex¬ 
pansion of this long-running 
project, which is also kindly 
supported by Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council. 

“The service helps them to 
overcome these issues, often 
saving them from eviction, 
which takes the pressure off 
these residents and optimises 
the limited resources of 
Rosebery and the borough 
council.”

Plans to reshape hospital 
to happen within five years

How can the NHS spend 
£500m and save cash? 


The latest twists in the tale of the 
Epsom and St Helier Trust are 
deeply concerning (Hospital 
trust to review options, July 2). 

Firstly, that the trust and 
south-west London clinical com¬ 
missioning groups are supposed 
to make huge “efficiency sav¬ 
ings”, does not square with the 
trust’s insistence that £500m 
needs to be spent on rebuilding 
Epsom Hospital and St Helier 
Hospital.

promised. 

Since I moved to Morden in 
2013, this kind of obfuscation 
over the future of the trust has 
become par for the course. It 
makes one wonder if the various 
bodies and politicians mentioned 
above are at all interested in 
working with each other.

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Almost a quarter (24 per cent) of 
households will be part of the 
private rented sector (PRS) by 
the end of the current parliament 
in 2020. 

The latest Rent Check report, 
produced by BDRC Continental 
and Allsop LLP, outlines what is 
believed to lie in store for the 
property market over the next 
five years. 

Allison Thompson, lettings 
director at property specialist 
Leaders, highlights the key findings: 
"There has been a 13.9 per cent 
increase in the proportion of 
houses within the PRS over the 
last two years and rents are 
increasing. In the south-east 
specifically there has been a 10.07 
per cent rise in rents over the same 
period. 

"On top of this, it is expected that 
more than 1.3 million new house¬ 
holds will be added to the UK's 
property stock, of which one million 
will need to be provided by the PRS. 
London and the south-east are like¬ 
ly to see the greatest increases in 
terms of the 

proportion of homes within the 
PRS between now and 2020, as ris¬ 
ing tenant demand drives the addi¬ 
tion of new rented homes to the 
market." 

The report reveals that a steep in¬ 
creases in house prices has led 
to a slight decline in rental yields 
for landlords, however the prospect 
of further capital appreciation is 
keeping investors keen. 

14 per cent of those surveyed 
by the Rent Check said they had 
expanded their portfolios in the 
last three months and 26 per cent 
confirmed plans to do so over the 
coming six months. 

Across the country as a whole, 
expansion of the PRS is described 
as "inevitable" by the report. 

What's more, the PRS is also pre¬ 
dicted to become more important 
than ever by the time the country 
goes to the polls again in 2020.

TOP TIPS: Painting with an emulsion roller 


• Check that the roller has a heavy 
wire frame and that you'll be able to 
get replacement sleeves (the bit you 
apply paint with), so you don't 
have to bin the whole 
roller when the sleeve 
gets worn or you fail 
to clean it properly. 

Roller sleeves take 
a great deal of 
cleaning (in water) 
and if you inadver¬ 
tently leave any paint 
to dry on the sleeve, it > - 

may ruin the finish the next 
time you paint. If you don't have time 
to clean the sleeve properly, it's 
tempting to leave it to soak, but this 


can cause the frame to rust, which 
bleeds into the paint when you use 
the roller. So take the sleeve off the 
frame first. 

• The roller should be stiff, 
otherwise it will bend 
when you apply pres¬ 
sure, causing you to 
paint unevenly. To 
stop a roller shedding 
fibres, wrap masking 
tape around the sleeve 
- when you peel off the 
tape, any loose fibres 
should come away with it. 

• The fibres (known as the nap) are 
made of different materials and come 
in different lengths. Some are de¬ 



signed to produce a smooth finish on 
interior walls; others are for rougher 
surfaces, such as exterior render. Gen¬ 
erally, the shorter the nap, the finer 
the finish will be. 

• For painting behind radiators, use a 
radiator roller, which has a small head 
and long handle so you can reach be¬ 
hind the radiator. You'll have to re¬ 
move column radiators and heated 
towel rails to paint behind them. 

• Rollers with bevelled edges are 
less likely to leave tracks, so look 
out for these and always check the 
surface you've just painted for any 
tracks you've missed - it's often 
easier to remove them lightly with a 
paintbrush.

Following on from my recent article 
about the state of the Epsom property 
market and in particular what had 
happened to the rents Epsom tenants 
have had to pay since the Credit 
Crunch. If you recall, I mentioned 
rents in Epsom are 7.4% higher than 
they were in 2008. An Epsom landlord 
has since rung me after reading the 
Epsom Property Blog, wanting to 
know more of the story of what was 
happening to current rents in the 
town. The reason he asked was that 
his current agent hadn’t increased his 
rent for a number of years and was 
concerned if he was getting the best 
return from his Buy to Let investment. 

The Epsom rental market is all about 
supply and demand (isn’t it so in all parts 
of the economy?). On the supply side, 98 
rental properties have come up for let in 
the last 31 days in Epsom. It sounds a lot 
until you consider there are 2,450 rental 
properties in Epsom, that means only 4% 
of the rental stock of properties in Epsom 
are coming onto the market each month 
(it is normally around 5%). One reason 
for this lack of new rental properties 


coming on the market is the fact that 
tenants seem to be staying in properties 
longer. 

With this lack of supply, newer tenants 
have to pay more to secure the property 
they want. And this is the crux of the 
matter ...properties they want. Older 
properties in Epsom, that haven’t been 
maintained as well as perhaps a new 
build, still retain some dated finishes in 
terms of kitchen/bathrooms and decor 
which have seen their rents drop. Tenants 
want either modern properties with all the 
mod cons or older style properties that 
have been presented to an exceptional 
standard - and they are prepared to pay 
for the privilege. Rents for top quality 
properties in Epsom have risen by 0.5% 
in the last month. Any properties, old or 
modern, put on the market in good or 
excellent condition will rent in a matter of 
days. Not just this, but better standards 
means better tenants. 

Interestingly, looking at Epsom property 
values, the Land Registry have just 
released their latest set of data on 
property values. Throughout April 2015 
(the latest set of data), property values 
rose in Epsom, with 0.5% growth, meaning 


they are now 10.8% higher than they 
were a year ago. When one looks at the 
regional picture, the South East average 
property values rose by 0.8% in the last 
month. The difference doesn’t concern 
me, as the regional and local property 
values always even themselves out over 
the months. 

Looking forward, after considering all the 
statistics and talking to other property 
professionals, I expect property values 
in Epsom to rise by 3% to 5% over 
the coming 12 months, following the 
Conservative victory. In a forthcoming 
article, I will discuss how the number of 
properties changing hands each month 
has dropped considerably in the last 10 
to 15 years in the town. 

...And so back to our landlord. Each 
property is unique and so as his tenancy 
agreement allows him to inspect the 
property with notice to the tenant, we 
will be visiting the property next week 
with him to accept his instructions. For

Richards 
back to 
her best 

Shona Richards says she is 
mentally strong enough to 
face the hurdles again after 
a horror crash left her fear¬ 
ing the barriers, writes Tim 
Ashton. 

The 19-year-old from 
Ewell Village runs in the 
U23 European Champi¬ 
onships in Estonia this 
weekend in the 400m hur¬ 
dles after winning the 
English U20/U23 Champi¬ 
onships in Bedford last 
month. 

Richards is excited by the 
prospect of racing against 
the best on the continent, 
and as the fourth fastest 
British woman of all time 
over the distance, she has 
every chance. 

However, it could have 
been a different story after 
Richards broke her collar 
bone during a training ses¬ 
sion in May. 

“I went into a hurdle and 
knocked myself out, and 
when I woke up I had a bro¬ 
ken collarbone,” she said. 

“So after all I’ve been 
through this season, just 
getting to the Euros is a 
great achievement for me. 

“It took some time to get 
back into the rhythm of 
things and get my confi¬ 
dence back going over the 
hurdles. 

“I was a little hesitant 
going over them, but I’ve 
had great support from my 
family and trainers, and 
winning the Nationals was 
a huge confidence boost.” 

She added: “Now I am re¬ 
ally attacking the hurdles 
again, so hopefully I can 
come back from Estonia 
with a medal of some sort.” 

Richards goes in the 
heats tomorrow [Friday].

It is a sport that requires a 
cool head, but even the assis¬ 
tant captain of Great Britain 
is liable to see the red mist 
occasionally.

“You have to rise above it, 
because you can get kicked 
out of games.” 

He added: “I’ve been in¬ 
volved in some fights, it hap¬ 
pens, but I try not to because, 
at the end of the day, I am the 
one who misses out on play¬ 
ing time. 

“After a game we always 
shake hands - it is part of the 
game, everyone is like that. 

“Unless someone goes out 
to intentionally hurt some¬ 
one else, that’s not on. 

“We don’t play to hurt 
people, we play to compete. 
Sometimes it can get danger¬ 
ous, but that’s when those 
people get sorted out.”
